I  had  aletter  from  Isaac 
Dennis  and  he  is  now  at  his  mother’s.  I  have  attended  watch  meeting  and  afterwords 
went  home  with  bro  Butler  and  stayed  the  rest  of  the  night.  I  paid  Dr.  Coopin  $20.00  that 
I  was  owing  him.
